The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000.

2. Claims 1 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kyocera (JP 05-057507). 

Kyocera discloses the claimed substrate having the claimed coating thereon, 
within the claimed thickness and the claimed roughness. 
Applicant's arguments filed 11-03-2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The applicant's attention is directed to page 2, lines 4-13, in the 
electronic English translation, where the claimed roughness and the claimed 
structure is disclosed and thus the rejections stands. 
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3. Claims 1 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kutscher et al (5,945,207). 

Kutscher et al discloses the claimed coating structure within the claimed 
thickness having the claimed roughness within the claimed blade edge ridge 
(column 3, line 42- column 4, line 12). 

4. Claims 1 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Lenander et al (5,861 ,21 0). 

Lenander et al discloses the claimed coating structure within the claimed 
thickness and a smooth alumina coating on the claimed blade edge ridge, and 
thus the claimed smoothness is considered inherent.
